of the “small man.” Internal issues, 
however, have ceased to play the major 
part in American policy. The very fact 
that the Republicans went to such lengths 
in their attempt to discredit President 
Roosevelt as a ‘‘ war-monger ’’ shows where 
the real isgue lies. Remote as America 
may be from Europe, her people ‘are con- 
perned: very deeply about the European 
war. For. decades they have regarded 
themselves, somewhat complacently,! as 
securé behind their ocean  bulwarks, 


of assault. They have swung within the 
past few months to the opposite extreme. 
They have realised that their dream of 
security is based upon the existence. of a 
powerfyl Britain, and that, while this 
Britain sti]l is powerful, she is facing the 
most serious challenge in her entire history. 
What will happen to us—the Americans 
are asking themselves—if Great Britain 
‘* goes down,” or even if she is weakened 
so severely that she no longer can main- 
tain her supremacy over the Atlantic? The 
thought has spurred them to thorough 
and speedy action. 

The American plan—as stated by both 
candidates for Presidency—is_  simul- 
taneously to strengthen Great Britain and 
the United States. Already dozens of new 
factories have been constructed for the 
building of aircraft, and many machines 
are crossing the Atlantic weekly. Fifty 
“‘ over-age’’ destroyers have been given to 
Great Britain, while the Americans have 
leased a large number of British bases, 
thereby strengthening themselves and 
lifting the burden of their protection from 
British shoulders. At the same time they 
have entered into an agreement for the 
defence of Canada, and, generally, have 
made no secret of their “ pro-British’’ 
attitude; for they look upon the British 
‘Navy as their “first ‘line of defence.” 
President Roosevelt also stands committed 
to a huge programme of rearmament, 


standing army of millions, and with the 
largest navy and air force in the world. 
All these policies have been approved by 
Mr. Willkie, and, if the Republicans had 
been victorious, there probably would have 
beeh no change in President Roosevelt’s 
arrangements. Nevertheless, the British 
people have received the news of the 
election with joy—not because they 
distrust Mr. Willkie, but because they do ~ 
not know him, whereas they are well 
acquainted with President Roosevelt and 
his outlook. Their view is that a Repub- 
lican victory might have upset the ‘‘ new 
deal’’ system—which, in turn, might have 
interfered with the production of aero- 
planes and other war material. Under 
President Roosevelt, the arming of Great 
Britain goes on without interruption ; and 
the odds are that a firmer attitude will be 
taken almost immediately towards Japan, 
whose activities have been embarrassing of 
late to both nations. It will cause little 
surprise if President Roosevelt concludes 
another bargain with Great Britain 
during the next month or two—a bargain 
which will transfer certain British” bases 
in the Pacific to American custody, and 
thereby will extend the outposts of the 
United. States by many thousands of 
miles.

Music At Work 


The officials of the Curtiss-Wright air- 
craft plant in Buffalo, believing that 
music will increase the efficiency and 
speed up the output of their employés, 
have ordered that continuous music shall 
be played throughout the factories. Light 
dance music from six hundred loud- 
speakers, as they claim, will increase the 
productive capacity by about ten per cent, 
This is by no means a new idea: some 
time ago the B.B.C. instituted a series of 
programmes of light music for factory 
workers. These programmes, however, 
rarely last longer than three-quarters of 
an hour at a time, and there are only two 
such programmes in the day. In England 
most of the factory workers are required 
to work overtime, and these programmes 
are given as a sort of compensation for the 
fact that they are not allowed to go home 
and listen to their own wireless sets. 
Continuous music, one would imagine, 
might prove rather a mixed blessing. It 
is true that the younger generation has 
grown up with the wireless as a virtually 
incessant background; yet the majority of 
people switch it off before they sit down 
to work. The strains of endless music— 
dance music at that—while one was trying 
to work would be little aid to one’s 
efficiency in work or one’s appreciation 
for music. If the workers intend to con- 
centrate on the job in which they happen 
to be engaged, and merely require some 
sort of a noise as a background, then 
surely something less expensive than six 
hundred. loud-speakers could be found.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
VICTORY 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says :—It is not the landslide of 1936, when 
his popular majority was over eight millions, 
and he carried all the States except two of 
the smallest.

Both 
are anxious to keep America out of partici- 
pation in the war, particularly in the sense 
that neither would be willing to send an 
American expeditionary force overseas. But 
both alike realise that American ‘ideals and 
American interests are threatened with the 
tide of lawless violence which has submerged 
most of Europe and part of Asia, They have 
urged that the United States must strain 
every nerve to equip herself to meet this 
danger, and they are agreed that, in the 


There were many voters, indeed, who 
thought that Mr. Willkie might be a more 
efficient head of the Executive than Mr. 
Roosevelt—better qualified to secure the co- 
operation of American industry in equipping 
a great army, navy and air force—but the 
majority were satisfied that Mr. Roosevelt 
was acting as they would have him act, and 
that, third term or no, it was no time to 
turn him out and put an inexperienced man 
in his place.

At the same Service the Rev. James 
Williams, B.A., was installed as Canon of 
Raphoe Cathedral to fill the vacancy in the 
Chapter, caused by the preferment of Canon 
Staunton to the office of Dean. ; 
The new Dean is a native of County Galway 
College, Dublin. 
He was ap 
in 1919. He has been Rector of Clonda 
horkey for 39 years, | 
Canon. Wriliams is a native of County 
Cork and a graduate of Trinity College, 
Dublin. He has been Rector of Gweedore, 
Templecrone and Dunlewey for 17 years. 
The Installation Service was conducted by 
the Archdeacon of Raphoe (the Ven. C. J. 
Homan, M.A.), and the Lesson was read by 
Dean Staunton. 

The Rev. A. P. Conneff, M.A., carried the 
Bishop s pastoral staff, and the Bishop’s 
chaplain was the Rev. J. G. Harvey, B.A. 
The Bishop’s mandate for the installations 
was read by the Registrar, the Rev. Canon 
P. C. Duncan, M.A. 

The new Dean subsequently installed Canon 
Williams. 

The Bishop of Derry and Raphoe (the Right 
Rev. Dr. Peacocke) gave the address, 
Referring to the late Dean Conerney, he said 
that he had presided over the Chapter of 
Raphoe Cathedral for a longer period than any 
of his predecessors since Disestablishment. 


have been much discussed to-day, and it is. 


agreed that the speech was a remarkaoly 
comprehensive survey of the position, 
covering many points of importance in 
international and domestic affairs, and,

in their true perspective. With so many 
matters of real urgency, it has been diffi- 
cult to single out any one of the points 
covered, but there has been a good deal 
of discussion of the passage dealing with 
Ireland. There is no disposition to under- 
rate the intricacy of the position, which 
has its own difficulties both for the British 
and the Irish Governments, and it is fully 
realised that the situation which has 
emerged from the most recent develop- 
ments may not have been quite foreseen 
when the agreement was made that the 
Southern Ireland bases should be handed 
over to the Government of Eire. 

The general impression created by a 
study of Mr. Churchill’s statement is that 
events of the most vital importance are 
impending, or have actually been initiated, 
and that the centre of interest in the 
world war has shifted to the East, with 
the Near East as the main theatre of 
possible operations in the immediate 
future. 


Invasion Danger 


Mr. Churchill's reference to the invasion 
danger has been welcomed by those who 
hold the view that this is a danger that 
must be regarded as a constant peril ail 
the time, so large an area of coastline 
opposite this country remains in German 
possession. In some quarters there has 
been some doubt concerning the necessity 
for such extensive measures to meet a 


danger that never would arise, but Mr. 


Churchill’s belief that the possibility must 
be guarded against has had a reassuring 
influence. It enhances the value to be 
placed upon the work of the Royal Air 
Force in breaking up the invasion ports. 
Those with a close knowledge of affairs 
have regarded these operations against 
Boulogne and other continental ports as 
of major importance and as virtually the 
turning point of the war, inasmuch as 
they have prevented the plans from being 
carried out. This is simply a matter of 
fact, and not of supposition, as there can 
be no doubt that an actual] invasion was 
a main item of the German programme.

not be left in doubt. Both the Democratic 
and Republican candidates stood for the 
maintenance of the most cordial relations 
between the United States and this 
country, but, whereas Mr. Roosevelt had 
filled in the details of his programme, 
there remained just a slight doubt as to 
the manner in which Mr. Willkie intended 
to give effect to the policy he had out- 
lined, though there was no reason to 
doubt that he fully intended to preserve 
the friendly spirit which has marked 
Anglo-American relations, and even to 
further strengthen the bond between the 
two countries. In Mr. Roosevelt’s case 
there is no element of uncertainty, and 
an intensification of the war production of 
the United States will be the immediate 
result of his re-election. 


From Dusk to Dawn 

London had its longest air raid of the 
war last night, when enemy machines 
approached at dusk, and the “raiders 
passed” signal was not given until after 
dawn. The raid developed into a series 
of attacks with an initial burst, and then 
a period of quietness, followed ‘by in- 
creased activity after midnight. ‘Every 
day instances of fortunate escapes come to 
light, and to-day it became known that 
the manager of a dairy in one London 
district had told his neighbours that lhe 
intended to use the coal cellar under thie 
shop as his shelter, but quite by chance 
he went to see some friends and staye«l 
there last night, only to find on his return 
this morning that the pavement above the 
céllar had been struck by a bomb, which 
penetrated the coal cellar in which it was 
his intention to spend the night. 


Lemons 

According to wholesale fruit merchants, 
lemons may disappear entirely in this 
country or become an absolute luxury, in 
spite of the controlled price of sixpence- 
halfpenny per pound. Italy formerly 
supplied the bulk of the requirements, 
and no shipments are being made from 
that source now, while shipping from 
other places is taken up by more im- 
portant foodstuffs. It is probable, how- 
ever, that Government action may be 
taken to enable larger shipments to be 
made from Empire sources. The West 
Indies, South Africa, and other parts of 
the Empire have large supplies, which 
would be available for this country if 
shipping space could be provided, and this 
question is to be considered. 
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The First Gaelic Play 


The Galway Gaelic Players’ decision to 
open their first Dublin season with what 
they are calling the President’s Night is 
a fitting tribute to the pioneer work Dr. 
Douglas Hyde has given to drama in 
Irish. 

They open at the Gate next Sunday for 
a four-night season, instead of a full week 
in December, as originally intended. 

Nobody will begrudge the Gate the 
honour of playing host to these Galway 
actors. But in one way it is a pity that 
it is not to the Abbey they are bringing 
the three Hyde pieces which they are to 
stage on Sunday. 
tions connecting the Abbey people and Dr. 
Hyde as dramatist with Galway, and, if 
it could have been arranged, it would have 
been fitting that these associations should 
be recollected at a performance given in 
the Abbey itself. 

_ Indeed, it was at the Co. Galway seat 
of the Comte de Besterol at Duras, ‘‘ that 
is beyond Kinvara and beside the sea,” 
that the idea of what eventually became 
the Abbey Theatre took shape in talk 
between Lady Gregory, W. B. Yeats and 
Edward Martyn. And Dr. Hyde’s ‘‘ Casadh 
an tSúgáin,” which the Galway Players 
are giving us on Sunday, was not only the 
first Gaelic play to be staged in a theatre, 
but it was the first production of the 
renaissance in which the players were all 


frish-born. 
Dr. Hyde, Actor 


Dr. Hyde himself took the principal part 
in it at the Gaiety on October 21, 1901, 
when the Irish Literary Theatre was wound 
up with the Moore-Yeats “ Diarmuid and 
Grania,’’ with F. R. Benson in the cast. 

Mr. Ernest Boyd has very properly 
stressed the importance of that perform- 
ance in the history of the Irish drama, 
both in Gaelic and English. 

Another of next Sunday’s pieces, ‘‘An 
Posadh,”’ had its premitére in Galway in 
the following year. : 

For this and for '““Teach na mBocht,” 
which is also on the programme, Dr. Hyde 
got the scenario from Lady Gregory. Lady 
Gregory had thought of writing the latter 
herself when its theme had occurred to her 
at Gort. At the time, however, Yeats con- 
sidered that a play in Irish would be of 
more service to the new dramatic move- 
ment, and ‘‘Teach na mBocht” was 
staged, with help from W. G. Fay. A 
few years later Lady Gregory’s version 
appeared as the popular comedy, ‘‘ The 


‘Workhouse Ward.”’ 


For some time, 1 believe, Dr. Hyde was 
a vice-president of the Irish National 
Theatre Society, which succeeded the Trish 
Literary Theatre, and was responsible for 
the Abbey Theatre of history.

A résumé of the greatest exponents of 


Rugby Union half-back play must take 
account of the many great players who 
have represented Ireland in the inter- 
national matches in recent years.

SALONIKA’S STRONG DEFENCES

NUMEROUS FIRES 


The raid began shortly after 7.15 p.m., and 
for over an hour the shipyards were bombed 
from a cloudless sky by relays of aircraft. 
Sticks of heavy calibre bombs repeatedly 
straddled the yards, and others were seen to 
strike the quayside and explode near dock 
buildings in the Columbus LDauhafen. 

More than thirty separate fires, some of 
which were described by a pilot as ‘* diamond- 
shaped areas of flame,’ were started “in the 
shipyards, and for some time after the attacks 
hed ceased their red glow could be seen 
through the curtain of haze and smoke which 
lay over the dock. . 


SMDEN AND BREMEN 

Petrol storage sheds in the naval dockyards 
at Emden were simultaneously attacked a 
“second raiding force, and many large fires 
were started in the course of fifty minutes 
of almost incessant. aerial bombardment. Tons 
of Leavy explosive bombs and nearly a thou- 
sand incendiary bombs were dropped on the 
target in a series of high level attacks and 
in shallow dives, which at times brought the 
raidiag aircraft down to Jess than 1,000 feet. 

The naval dockyards at Bremen and Vage- 
sack were also attacked by smaller forces. 
‘Three large red fires were started near a br 
building yard at Bremen and at, Vagesack. 
Heavy-calibre bombs were seen to. burst on 
and around the Vulcan shipyards. . 

Hamburg had one of its earliest raids when, 
at 7.50 pm., a heavy attack was opened on 
one ot the city’s principal electrical power 
stations. situated in the Neuhof. The 
explosions of heavy-calibre bombs started 
many fires in the vicinity of the power 
station, which were soon blazing fiercely. 
Later in the attacks, which continued for 
nearly an hour, a whole street was lit up by 
the fiash of a bomb of the heaviest calibre, 
the dull red glow of its explosion lasting for 
‘fully three minutes. 


AERODROMES BOMBED 


A number of aerodromes in Germany and 
occupied territory was also bombed during 
the night, and several aircraft caught taking 
off or landing were attacked by machine-gun 
fire. Bombs dropped on the Den Hoorn sea- 
plane base. at Demok were followed by a 
series of heavy explosions and outbreaks of 
fire. 

Shortly after leaving this target the raider 
was intercepted by three German aircraft 
which approached from astern, climbed 5,000 
feet above the bomber, and then dived to the 
attack in line to port, and when the fighters, 
regaining height, launched a second dive 
attack the British rear gunner caught the 
leader with several short bursts at less than 
one hundred yards’ range. The second fighter 
immediately rolled clear to starboard, while 
the pilot of the third aircraft, pulling 
out of his dive, passed over the top 
of the British bomber, rejoined his 
companion, and both aircraft made off. 
The aircraft which nad been hit ‘disappeared 
from view, and a few minutes later the 
flash of a heavy explosion was seen on the 
ground in the vicinity of the seaplane hase. 

Other aircraft, prevented by low clouds 
from locating their primary. objectives, 
bombed searchlights and anti-aireraft concen- 
trations near Kloppenburg. Magdeburg, and 
Oldenburg, and scored a direct hit on a large 
warehouse near a main railway junction. 


CHANNEL PORTS 


Potential invasion bases on the Channel 
coast received more attention than of late, 
and, starting soon efter dark on Tuesday 
night, a series of attacks was launched 
mgainst docks and shipping at Boulogne, 
Flushing Antwerp, Dunkirk, and Calais. 
Fires were started among the harbour basins 
and at Flushing, and many hits with heavy 
calibre bombs were scored along the sides 
of the main shipping bases. 

Heavy bombs straddled the waterways at 
Antwerp, and incendiary bombs, which fel! 
across dock buildings at Boulogne, were 
followed by outbreaks of fire.—(Press Asso- 
ciation War Special.)

a “Tha Rev. Mr, Kerr—very wisely, Í 
think—devotes more of your space in his last 
letter to the grievances of the workers in 
the twenty-six counties than to ‘tolerance 
in the North,” which was the reason for my 
"first, fmtervention. We know that ‘workers 
‘both ín the North and South bave many 
grievances, apart’ from’ sectarfan considera- 
tions. Upon that we are in agreement. 

.. Lhave been drawing public attention for years 
to the failure”o. th. local Unionist Councils 
in Fermanagh to provide any housing accom- 
modation for agricultural workers and to 
the supine attitude of the Northern Govern- 
ment in regard to that failure. From 1921, 
when that Government began to function, until 
this day the Rural Councils have gone on 
adopting the subterfuge of “adjourning for 
six months” various schemes of labourers’ 
cottages, but never erecting one. I gave 
the reason for that pitiable dodgery in my 
last letter—Nationalists might become the 
tenants of some of the houses. This is a 
scandal which, I hope, has no parallel in any 
civilised country—people being denied bread 
and shelter because of the Christian faith 
they profess. Mr. Kerr, in the course of his 
ministry here, must have been aware of this, 
yet he says *omplacently: ‘There is no intoler- 
ance in the North such as Mr. Healy sug- 
gests.” I begin to wonder if the rev. 
gentleman doth ‘* not protest too much.”’ 

Whatever his experience of the District 
Nursing Committee at Irvinestown may be, 
he will recall the case of a recent vacancy 
for a school attendance officer there. The

Catholics cannot 
transfer their schools to committees con- 
trolled by Protestants, although the latter 
can do so readily enough. Does not that 
constitute legislation penalising one section 
of the community, notwithstanding Mr. Kerr’s 
‘“‘ principle’”’? We have to provide large 
sums for new schools of our own, and at the 
same time to contribute to the cost of erect- 
ing new schools for comparatively well-off 
people who boast of their culture, civic spirit 
and fair play.

SUNDAYS 


CLONMEL CORPORATION

CLONMEL, Wednesday. 

By twelve votes to eight Clonmel Corpora. 
tion refused application by the Ritz Cinema, 
Clonmel, for a pth 9 icence. 

Applying on behalf of owners who already 
hold six-day licence, Messrs. Miley and 
Miley, solicitors, Dublin, wrote that the 
people of Clonmel who wished to visit a 
cinema on Sunday could do so by going to 
other towns. It seemed unreasonable that 
the Corporation should inflict this journey 
on its citizens, and, moreover, it was in 
effect penalising the poorer classes, who had 
not motors to take them around. 

For the less well-to-do classes Sunday was 
the day they mostly had available for going 
to a cinema, and Sunday Mhaise of cinemas 
was almost universal in Catholic Eire It 
was no part of the idea of a Catholic Sun- 
day that entertainment or sports should be 
precluded. On the contrary, they were 
encouraged. : 

In a letter to the Corporation the Right 
Rev. Mons. Dean Byrne, P.P., V.G., Clon- 
mel, said that he earnestly hoped that the 
Corporation would refuse to entertain the 
application. and that it would uphold the 
splendid tradition in this respect, which safe- 
guarded the sacred character of the Sabbath 
and preserved it from the encroachments of 
paganizing and demoralising influence.. He 
quoted extracts from the Pastoral issued by 
the Bishop of Waterford in 1937 on the 
subject of Sunday cinemas. 

Aldtrman Lacey asked what alternative 
amusement to the cinema had they to offer 
people on Sunday night. Boys and girls 
were travelling to dance-halls miles and miles 
outside town every Sunday night, and re- 
turning at any hour they liked. He would 
vote against the cinema opening on Sundays 
if they had a good parochial hall, where 
Irish concerts could be held. 

Councillor Jeremiah O’Brien said that Sun- 
day cinemas were absolutely essential, Coun- 
cillor James Taylor said that the Corporation 
should do nothing that would bring about 
the paganisation of Sunday by Hollywood 
dope. They must accept the teaching of 
their bishop on faith and morals. 

Councillor John Fennessey said that he was 
a regular picture-goer, but he saw no sign 
of paganising influences in cinemas. He 
would much prefer that young people would 
grow up in an atmosphere of lawful permis- 
sible amusements on Sundays rather .han 
grow up in the tradition of the Nonconformist 
Puritan Sabbath. 

Councillor P. J. Condon asked were they 
going to put their judgment against that of 
the bishop of the diocese in a matter of faith 
and morals, If von disregard your 
clergy in a small thing you are certainly 
poing to disregard them in a large thing. 

e bishop is the supreme authority. 

Councillor William Gavin said that if the 
three cinemas in Clonmel were allowed to 
open on Sundays it would mean that their 
total takings during the year, less wages, 
would be about £36,000. That would he a 
sum of £36,000 leaving the town every vear 
for amusements. As Clonmel men, with a 
sense of local patriotism, they should not 
allow that. The majority of the people of 
the town did not want Sundav cinemas. 

Alder:nan T. A. Morris said that it looked 
as if they were ultimately going to get their 
amusements governed by a ring. Many of 
the films shown in Eire were trash, due to 
the system of block-booking, which should 
be made absolutely illegal. ‘‘T say that

FOOTBALL CROWDS TOO 


BIG TO HANDLE 
(BEFORE MR. LITTLE, SENIOR JUSTICE.) 


When four licensed traders in the vicinity 
of Croke Park were summoned for breaches 
of the Jaw on Sunday, September 22nd, the 
day of the Kerry v. Galway all-Ireland foot- 
ball final match, 

C. E. Reddin, Secretary to the Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintners’ Association, said that 
the Dublin Executive of his Association were 
considering whether they would request the 
National Council of the Association to ap- 
proach the Gaelic Athletic Association and 
suggest the all-Ireland finals be transferred 
from Croke Park to any place outside the 
County Borough of Dublin because of the 
embarrassment caused to licensed traders in 
the city, where the licensing laws obliged 
licensed houses to close at 5 p.m. on Sundays. 

Mr. P.”-F. O’Reilly, solicitor for the de- 
fendants, said that licensed traders were 
presented with a great difficulty on these 
occasions. The defendants found themselves 
before the Court through no fault of their 
own, and had brought the matter to the 
attention of their Association. It was a 
grave injustice that traders whose characters 
were above reproach should be brought into 
Court for an offence which it was beyond 
their power to avoid. 

C. E. Reddin said that there had been 
cases when men had attempted to batter 
down the door in order to get in for a 
drink after the closing hour. Instances 
had. occurred where men when pressed to 
leave had dashed glasses to the ground. 
Often when public-houses had been closed 
queues of men formed up outside and rushed 
in when the doors were opened to let other 
men out. 

The District Justice imposed fines of £5 
in each case, with endorsement of the 
licences.
